Urging * Constitutional Convention. 
Argnmen! in favor of the passage of 


the bill |?r. -ented in the early days 
of tie sewsli.n by John R. K. Scott, of 
Philadelphia, and passed by the house 
by a large majoi ty, providing for tbe 
holding of 
i cor vcntion to revise the 


present state ccastittition, was beard 
during the past week, and It was no- 
tlcable that while the Impression pre- 
vails that t Is bill is slated for defeat 
by the sen«te leaders, no person ap- 
pewred to m pose Its passage. On the 
other band. Its adoption was favored 
by such let «I lights at Oeorge Whar- 
ttn Pepper ex-Attorney General Todd 
and Alexaii ler Simpson, of Philadel- 
phia, and SHyor Magee and ex-Mayor 
Outhrie. of Pittsburgh. 


The prim Ipal argument was made 


by Mr. Simpson, who showed that 
there was . real neceslsty for revlsini 
the present document adopted In 1S73, 
who cited the last three sessions ol 
tie leglsla ire as the growing demand 


for more up-tii-clate provlslo S. In 190? 
three amendments were pioposed, In 
1809 live were proposed, and In 1911 
no less wore passed upon b. the legis- 
lature, ami he further contended that 
since the adoption of the -c mstltutlon 
It had been amended to such an ex 
tent that It now resembles a piece of 
patch woil< 


Mr. Todd declared that a. far as he 


had been alilc to learn the only objec. 
tlun to tb« holding of the convention 
wan the fear that this wa. probably 
not the light time for holding it, ow- 
ing to the inflamed condition of th« 
public mind, but he asserted that there 
was no truth in this, and that the 
pieaent was the most acceptable time 
for tlie revision of the antiquated doc- 
ument He declared that thu only ones 
openly opposing this revision was the 
carrying corporations, who probably 
feared that the people wanted to raid 
their property. "This IB not true, how 
ever," he said. "The American people 
ha\e not reached the stage where they 
wanted to confiscate property, so the 
fears of the corporations ue ground- 
less." He advocated the invention. 
If for no other reason than to give the 
municipalities more 
powi r and to 


make more flexible the piovlslon re- 
garding class legislation. • 


Cold Storage BUI Patted. 


The question of regulating the keep- 


ing of articles of food In cold storage 
has been finally acted 0].on by tbe 
legislature after attempts of a like 
nature have been defeated In tbe past 
sessions. The bill present^ early in 
the session by Represent itlve S. .1. 
Cans, or Philadelphia, has i>een flna'ly 
ratified by the senate by a vote of 
thirty, and it. is now up to the chief 
executive of the commonwi-alth to put 
his signature to it in ordvr for it to 
become a law. The bill, wh ch has had 
a somewhat 
stormy can-er, having 


been rcommlttcil almost a; soon as It 
made its appearance on th" calendars 
Is claimed to be one of the surcsi 
means of curbing the growing cost of 
living, as it is claimed by Its authoi 
that It will prevent the holding of 
foodstuffs in storage until n scarcity Is 
created and then forcing their pur 
chase at exorbitant prices. 


According to Its terms it places all 


cold storage plants under the super- 
vision of the dairy and food commis 
aloner, fixes specific periods for the 
storage of certain foods and provides 
that they shall be marked when placed 
on sale. Violations of the net are pun- 
ishable by fine and Imprisonment, and 
It Is provided that the a -t shall be- 
come effective ninety days after the 
approval ot it by tbe govet nor. 


It directs the dairy anil food com- 


missioner to Inspect each storage 
warehouse before granting It a license, 
and If It proves sanitary tl.e necessary 
license shall be granted uj.on payment 
of a fee of $JO annually. Itemized re- 
ports must be made quarterly to the 
commissioner of all goods lecelved and 
all withdrawn, and it Is loade unlaw 
fal to store or offer for sale any dls 
eased, tainted or otherwise unwhole 
some food 
Carcasses must be drawn 


before- 
entering storage, 
and 
food 


agents must Inspect all -old storage 
foods and mark them with the date of 
storage and when withdrawn, and It 
Is made unlawful to offer lor sale stor- 
age foods not marked.

An attorney representing the steam 


railroads took exception to the clause 
which deflneil street railwa>s, and he 
declared that mis might be interpieted 
lo mean ralln ids and thus work great 
hardship, ami he alto took exception 
to the provl« >n covering the use of 
one road s t< mlnal facilities by an 
other, on thi ground that where n 
road had speir millions of dollars elec- 
trifying its re id It would not be fair 
for another ty upany to step in and ob 
tain the use 
> i these facilities 


Objection v is also made by the rep 


re&entatlve ol ihe Boll Telephone com- 
pany against the provision requiring 
joint use of IIi aa. He argued that when 
his company 'iad built up a system it 
was unfa'r 
t<> permit competing eom- 


paalei to usf It, and former Attorney 
Ge&eral Hen* 1. representing tho gas 
companies, bued his principle oblcc- 
Uon on the pi ivision which eliminates 
the franchise >f a corporation as being 
of value. He declared that a franchise 
was an esse mat part of the value of 


corporation 
and he asserted that 


no less were paused upon by the legis- 
lature, and he further contended that 
since the adoption of the •constitution 
it had been amended to su< h an ex 
tent that it now resembles s piece of 
patch woik 


Mr Todd declared that as far as he 


had been able to learn the o ily objec- 
tion to th» holding of the c invention 
was thr fear that this was probably 
not the light time for holding It, ow 
Ing to the Interned condition ot th» 
public mlud, but he asserted hat there 
was no truth in this, and 
that the 


picsent was the most acceptable time 
for the re\islon of the antiquated doc- 
ument He declared that the only ones 
openly opposing this revision was the 
carrying corporations, who probably 
feared that the people wanti-d to raid 
their property "This Is not 'rue, how- 
eier,' be said.

Cold Storage Bill Passed. 


Tho question of regulating the keen- 


Ing of articles of food In coid storage 
has been finally acted npoa by the 
legislature after attempts tl a lik< 
nature have been defeated In the past 
sesslonfc 
The bill presented early In 


the session by Representative S. .T 
Gans, of Philadelphia, has been flna'ly 
ratified by the senate by i vote of 
thirty, and 't is now up to the chief 
executive of the commonwenlth to put 
his signature to it In ordei for It to 
become a law The hill, whi< h has had 
a somewhat 
stormy care< r, having 


been rcommitUd almost as soon as It 
made Its appearance on the calendars, 
IB claimed to be one of ihe suresi 
means of curbing the growl ig cost of 
living, as It is claimed by Its authoi 
tbat It will prevent the holding of 
foodstuffs In storage until a tcarclty is 
created and then forcing their pur 
chase at exorbitant prices. 


According to its terms It places all 


cold stoiage plants under the super- 
vision of the dairy and fool commis 
nioncr, fixes specific periods for the 
storage of certain foods and provides 
that they shall be marked when placed 
on sale. Violations of the ac t are pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment, and 
it IB provided that the act shall be- 
come effective ninety days after the 
approval of it by the governor. 


It directs the dairy and food com 


mlssloner to Inspect eactt storage 
warehouse before granting It a license, 
and If it proves sanitary the necessary 
license shall be granted upon payment 
of a fee ot $T.O annually. Itemized re- 
ports must be made quart( rly to the 
commissioner of all goods received and 
all withdrawn, and It Is nuide unlaw 
fill to store or offer for sale any dis 
eased, tainted or otherwise unwhole 
some food 
Carcasses must be drawn 


before entering storage, and 
food 


agents must Inspect all cold storage 
foods and mark them with I he date of 
storage and when withdrawn, and it 
Is made unlawful to offer [or sale stor- 
age foods not marked

follows
